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School Will 
Operate On 
New Schedule 

Superintendent Announces 
Changes In Opening And 
Closing Hours 

Pupils in the first three grades 
Aat the Sierra Madre grammar 
Hbchool will report for classes at 
9 o’clock when school resumes 
September 18, but the noon lunch 
period will be set half an hour 
earlier, dismissing at 11:30 rather 
than 12 o’clock as has been the 
case in former years. They will 
will report back at 12:30 and will 
be dismissed for the day at 2 
o'clock. 

Putting the lunch hour half an 
hour ahead was necessary, Gerald 
Smith, superintendent, explained, 
because of the overcrowded con¬ 
dition of the school cafeteria. The 
younger pupils will have access to 
the cafeteria before the older boys 
and girls are dismissed at noon, 
and will be out of the way. With 
an increased enrollment antici¬ 
pated this year, the step will alle¬ 
viate the crowded cafeteria con¬ 
dition. 

Kindergarten sessions will be 
divided into morning and after¬ 
noon groups. The morning group 
will meet from 9 to 11:30 o’clock; 
the afternoon class from 1 to 3:30 
o’clock, Mr. Smith explained. 

Grades 4 to 8 will report for 
classes at 9 o’clock, half an hour 
later than last year and will be 
dismissed for the noon hour at 
12 o’clock. In the afternoon, 
classes will be held from 1 o’clock 
until 3:30 o’clock. 

^ Indirect lighting is being In 
tailed in the kindergarten room 
^and the ceiling is being painted 
ivory, preparatory to reopening 
of school. This room was formerly 
dark and gloomy, and it is ex¬ 
pected the new lights and ceiling 
will transform the room consider¬ 
ably. Bannisters on stairways in 
the school are being fixed to af¬ 
ford more safety to children. 

Saturday Closing 
Law Won’t Affect 
Local Business 

New state law which permits 
banks to close on Saturdays, ef¬ 
fective September 10, will not in¬ 
terfere with Sierra Madreans who 
to their week-end depositing on 
Saturday morning, because the 
Sierra Madre Saving:* Bank will 
continue to be o^cu from 9 a.m. 
to noon on that day. 

Local bank employees, accord¬ 
ing to R. C. Lewis, president, 
now work on a 44 hour week 
schedule. On October 26 the work 
week may be shortened to 42 
hours, which may necessitate the 
bank's opening at 10 o’clock rather 
than at 9 o’clock as is the case 
now. This has not yet been de¬ 
termined, however. A year from 
that date, October 26, 1940, the 
work week may be further 
shortened to 40 hours, and in 
order to take care of the present 
staff, it may be necessary to 
close on Saturday mornings.

City To Urge 
Extension Of 
Baldwin Ave. 

Regional Planning Commis¬ 
sion To Act On 
Important Projects 

Vast major highway and other 
improvements vitally affecting the 
growth and future of Los Ange¬ 
les county were considered at a 
meeting of the Regional Planning 
Commission when a tentative 
msater plan of improvements will 
be adopted. 

Extension of Baldwin avenue 
'from its beginning at the north¬ 
ern boundary of Sierra Madre to 
the sea, long considered the most 
vital improvement to Sierra 
Madre, has been incorporated in 
the master plan for several 
years. To press early action on 
this project of at least prevent its 
elimination as has been threat¬ 
ened by other north-south high¬ 
way extensions of much less con¬ 
sequence to this area, Mayor 
Scniltz and the city engineering 
staff were authorized by the city 
council on Tuesday to attend the 
session. 

Extension of Baldwin avenue 
for many years was held more im¬ 
portant to the city than the ex¬ 
tension of the present Sierra 
Madre blvd., through the Hast¬ 
ing’s ranch and into Pasadena. 
Tina latter project was fought 
for over 23 yeais before the 
dream was realized. Extension of 
Baldwin avenue was held up for 
:uany years by refusal of the 
Baldwin estate to grant a right- 
of-way south of the city. Just as 
the Santa Anita race track was | 
established, Mrs. Anita Baldwin j 
agreed to the extension with the I 
stipulation that it should circle 
about the adobe home of her 
father, "Lucky’’ Baldwin, in the 
middle of the estate, the old 
adobe being directly in the path 
of the proposed extension. W.ien 
the Santa Anita race track was 
built a new complication was 
faced. It would be necessary to 
curve around the west end of the 
track, and for one reason or an¬ 
other Baldwin avenue has never 
been made a through highway, 
though it continued some distance 
south of the Baldwin Ranch. Its 
opening as a major highway to 
the sea would give Sierra Madre 
a direct connecting link with all j 
of the east-west thoroughfares ! 
south of it leading from Los An¬ 
geles to the beaches on the west, i 
to the Orange Empire, the San j 
Bernardino mountains and the j 
East. 

Examination Before 
Wedlock Law Is 
Soon Effective 

After September 19 every man 
and woman marrying in Cali¬ 
fornia mu-t present a health cer¬ 
tificate before marriage license is 
Issued. The certificate will state 
that an examination, including a 
standard blood test, has been 
made, and that in the opinion of 
the physician, the person is not J 
infected with syphillis or is not in i 
a stage of the disease which may j 
become communicable to the 
marital partner. Examination and 
blood test must be made not more 
than 30 days before a marriage 
license is issued. 

The law was passed by the re¬ 
cent legislature to protect the 
health of persons marying in this 
state.

Low Fire Loss Thrilling Blue Grass 
Here Shown Story To Unfold At 
In Report Merchants Movie Show 


Per • capita cost of Sierra 
Madre's volunteer fire department 
during the fiscal year 1938-39 wa3 
74 cents, which was exactly the 
per capita loss by fire during uie 
same period, according to the an¬ 
nual report of the fire department 
submitted to the city council 
Tuesday evening. The department 
came through the year with a 
balance of $306.10, from its bud¬ 
get allowance of $4,021.00. 

The report says the department 
responded to 15 fire alarms, five 
of which were in dwellings, one 
in a store room, one in a garage 
and five were grass fires. Twice 
the department was called into 
the mountain area and there was 
one false alarm. 

Estimated loss on buildings was 
$3,000 and on contents $700. The 
department responded to three 
calls for resuscitation and its 
first aid crew headed by Joe 
Swanson responded to 12 calls. 

A motion by Councilman Tom 
Schwartz to congratulate the de¬ 
partment on its splendid record 
for the year was unanimously 
adopted, as was a motion to ac¬ 
cept an invitation from the fire¬ 
men to attend a meeting of the 
San Gabriel Valley Firemen's 
Association when it is entertained 
here by the local firemen on Au¬ 
gust 24. 

Strict Regulations 
For Eating Houses 
Is Proposed 

An ordinance recommended by 
the county health department al¬ 
ready applying to all the unin¬ 
corporated areas of Los Angeles 
county and adopted by 26 mu¬ 
nicipalities, providing for the 
physical examination of all food 
handlers in Sierra Madre, was 
passed on first reading by the city 
council at its meeting Tuesday 
and will be acted on finally on 
August 22. 

The measure requires semi-an¬ 
nual examination of all employees 
of restaurants, cafes and eating 
places and contains many sani¬ 
tary regulations for the conduct 
of food establishments. It is 
identical with the ordinance re¬ 
cently adopted by Monrovia, but 
much less drastic in its require¬ 
ments than those of Pasadena 
and South Pasadena which af¬ 
fect market employees and bar¬ 
bers as well as regulations con¬ 
cerning the sanitary condition of 
establishments in which they are 
employeed.

SIERRA MADRE’S ASSESSED 
VALUATION CONTINUES 
TO SHOW INCREASE 


While the assessed valuation of 
several towns in the San Gab¬ 
riel valley slumped this year, that 
of Sierra Madre jumped over 
$86,t)00, according to figures from 
this year's assessment certificate 
to the city council Tuesday by 
County Assessor John R. Quinn 
The tax levy for the current 
fiscal year is based on an assessed 
valuation of $2,823,690. The value 
of improvements increased $86,470 


and land values went up $10,305. 
Though the value of personal 
property has decreased in many 
communities, Sierra Madre 
showed a slight gain. The only 
decreases were in the value of 
public utility holdings and in 
solvent credits.

Economies And Increase 
In City’s Assessed Valua¬ 
tion Bring Reduction 

Another five cent cut in the 
city’s tax rate, bringing it to 
$2.24 per $100 of assessed valua¬ 
tion, was indicated last night 
when the city council approved on 
Irst reading an ordinance calling 
for the raising by local taxation 
af $63,250.66 for operation of the 
city government during the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year. 

The reduction was made pos¬ 
sible by an increased assessable 
valuation certified to the council 
on Tuesday and by economies 
practiced by the council during 
the fiscal year. 

Its budget had not been com¬ 
pleted last night when the coun¬ 
cil tentatively approved the tax 
•ate of $2.24, calling for a levy 
if ninety-five cents to meet sink¬ 
ing fund and interest charges on 
lutstanding municipal bonds: 
eighteen cents for operation of the 
library; eleven cents for the park 
fund, and the usual $1.00 per $100 
of assessed valuation for the gen¬ 
eral fund. Out of the latter comes 
ail the city's services—police, fire, 
garbage and rubbish collection, 
street lighting and maintenance. 
A maximum of $1 is fixed for 
this latter item by state law. 

Increase in the assessable 
valuation makes possible a reduc¬ 
tion of seven cents in the tax 
levy for sinking fund and inter¬ 
est charges. The tax levy for 
library upkeep is upped two 
cents; the park tax and that for 
the general fund remains as here¬ 
tofore. 

On an assessable valuation of 
$2,738,050 the city council last 
year levied an assessment of $2.29 
per $100 of assessed valuation to 
laise $62,701.35. The amount to 
be raised by local taxation is ex¬ 
clusive of gas tax allocations 
and other grants. The county’s 
tax levy, not yet fixed, is expec¬ 
ted to more than counteract the 
reduction accomplished locally. 
The local school budget as adopted 
would indicate a decrease in the 
school tax, but this cannot be de¬ 
termined until the county school 
authorities together w it h the 
supervisors have fixed the school 
tax levy.

They 
are carrying off the silt and 
debris tuat collected behind the

During the storm the dam was 
80 per cent filled with debris, the 
nearest to being filled of any dam 
in Los Angeles county, and con¬ 
sidered a menace in rainy 
weather. It is estimated that be¬ 
tween 40,000 and 50,000 yards ol 
material will be hauled away, 
with trucks working every day 
with the exception of Saturday 
and Sunday. The debris is mostly 
sand, rock and gravel. 

A steam shovel is digging it out 


and dumping it into 15 trucks 
you see in the daily parade from 
i the new road across the moun¬ 
tainside to a deep ditch caused at 
I Baldwin and Orange Grove ave¬ 
nues caused by storm runoff. 

Wben the deep ditch is filled, 
the city, with the cooperation of 
Arcadia, will build a storm drain 
so the dirt will not wash away. 
Just how completely the dam will 
be emptied has not been deter¬ 
mined. 

On completion of the fill-in 
work at Orange Grove avenue, the 
Pacific Electric Company will 
move its wires from the north to 
the south side of the avenue. In 
an agreement with the city, the 
company stated it would move the 
wires if the hole was filled In. 
Late in June the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Edison Company and the 
California Water and Telephone 
Company moved poles to the south 
side, leaving only the Pacific

4,175 bills introduced in the two 
houses, only 1937 secured final 
passage. And Governor Olson used 
his veto power to slash the pro¬ 
duction of new laws still further. 

Lacking in bumper crops (a 
lack which most taxpayers and 
citizens will gladly overlook), the 
Legislature substituted quality 
for quantity and the slim record 
book of new enactments contains 
some exceedingly worthwhile ac¬ 
complishments. There are bad 
bills, about to become law, along 
with the good, but not as many 
as in former sessions. Here are 
some of the major enactments: 

A sharply pruned State budget, 
trimmed more than $15,000,000 
below its original figure, in ad¬ 
dition to the $73,000,000 relief 
item which was taken out of the 
budget entirely. This was largely 
a result of the work of the 
economy bloc, backed up by the 
determined demands of taxpayers 
throughout the State. The reduc¬ 
tion was accomplished in face of 
a terrific bombardment from 
"pressure groups” and advocates 
of free-handed spending. 

A $35,000,000 “temporary” re¬ 
lief bill, designed to supply neces¬ 
sary relief funds at least until 
the end of the year—and until 
a permanent relief plan is drafted, 
with necessary public safeguards. 

The Atkinson oil conservation 
bill, designed to halt over-preduc- 
tion which threatens to play 
havoc with the oil industry. 

Several anti-loan shark bills, 
seeking to prevent the charging 
of extortionate interest rates and 
fees by small loan brokers. 

The Tickle constitutional 
amendment calling for annual 60- 
day legislative sessions in place 
of the present biennial, bifurcated 
sessions. Sponsors of this propos¬ 
al, which must go before the 
voters next year for final action,

a school year 1937-38, according to 
a an analysis of the expenditures 
of the 162 largest high school 
! districts in California, just made 
public by California Taxpayers’ 
association. 

The district, one of 33 which 
maintain six-year high schools, 
grades 7 to 12, spent an average 
of $113.13 per pupil in average 
daily attendance for teacher 
salaries, 85 cents for pupil trans¬ 
portation and $52.11 for other cur¬ 
rent expense, making the total of 
$166.09 for current expense. In 
addition, the district spent $34.65 
per pupil for capital outlay, $8.17 
. 'for bond interest, and $12.30 for 
bond redemption, as association 
found. 

The median or average expen¬ 
diture for teacher salaries per 
pupil in average daily attendance 
for the eleven districts of simi¬ 
lar size maintaining slx-yeir high 
schools was $110.20 for 1937-38. 
the association stated, while the 
medium expenditure for similar 
districts for other current expense 
was $41.21.
